SAFETY CAGES, AND OVERWINDING—No, IV. 
CALOW’S SAFETY CAGE, 

Sin—This remarkable cage is worked in a different way to all 
others in most respects, and, no doubt, it is entitled to attention. 
The apparatus is not attached to or connected with the rope or chain 
from which the cage or hoist is suspended, as is usual in other cages, 
and, consequently, it is not affected by the movements of the rope 
or cages, and has no liability to come into action during the ordi- 
nary working, but only when a breakage actually takes place. The 
apparatus consists essentially of a spring, which acts upon the grip- 

ing apparatus, but the said spring is prevented coming into action 
when in ordinary working by means of a weight, and in case the 
rope breaks the cage aud weight then become a falling body, and 
the spring acts, and the motion of the cage is at once arrested, 

These cages have been worked extensively at collieries in Durham, 
and apparently with great success. It must not be supposed that 
this apparatus is at all complicated; the spring alluded to is kept 
back by a weight, and it is only necessary to adjust this weight so 
as to allow the cage to travel at the maximum speed required, and 
when the rope breaks the cage is at once arrested, as described above. 

The use of a hook is also generally resorted to where this is used, 
to prevent overwinding, and both these contrivances have been tested 
by actual work, and found to answer fully the purpose intended. It 
is to be hoped, therefore, that the use of these very valuable ap- 
pliances will shortly become general, and no doubt many lives will 
be saved in consequence. There is no doubt, however, that further 
improvements will be made, although they have already reached a 
high degree of perfection; but whether it would be politic to advo- 
cate the compulsory use of them is a grave question.

COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS, AND THEIR PREVENTION. 

Str,—The Ferndale explosion, like those which have preceded it, 
has caused many, no doubt, well-intentioned persons to put forward 
their suggestions for preventing similar calamities, but with the ex- 
ception of that which has emanated from Mr. Nixon there is not 
one which a practical man would attach any importance to whatever. 
I will first refer to the proposition of Mr. Simons, which has at- 
tracted some attention, owing to the highly sensational style in which 
it has been presented to the public. Thus he tells us that he “ con- 
siders the safety-lamp, as now used, & curse instead of a blessing’”’— 
a mere trap for the ignorant and confiding.” Regarding this as the 
mere statement of a non-practical man, it may well be passed over 
for what it is worth; but it should be well understood that there is 
no ground whatever for the assertion, lest the uninitiated may con- 
clude from it that the suggestions made are worthy of consideration. 
Mr. Simons tells us, moreover, that “ with the aid of the lamp miners 
are induced to work in places which are but magazines of explosive 
gas; and a defective gauze, a blow of the pick, or the fall of a stone, 
crushes it so as to give access to the minister of destruction. An 
explosion results, sending to the grave tens and hundreds of lives 
in an instant.” Here we have a little truth, adulterated with so 
much error that it is not worth while attempting to separate the two 
ingredients. And he further considers that all the care, precaution, 
and ingenuity of man cannot prevent the constant recurrence of 
these frightful calamities so long as the existing modes of ventila- 
tion are sauctioned, 

Now, when a man talks of there being “no practical difficulty in 
dealing with blowers of gas, however sudden their access or length- 
ened their endurance,” and otherwise speaks of the ventilation of a 
colliery as though it required no more skill than the eating of one’s 
dinner, it is not unreasonable to expect that he will at least tell us 
something new and startling, although it might be so impracticable 
as to be incapable of application. But he does nothing of the kind 
—he merely resuggests the invention which was patented by Mr, R, 
Hugh Hughes, seven years ago, but which, at the time of its intro- 
duction, was so well known, and so thoroughly proved to be useless, 
that Mr. Dickinson, the Government Inspector for the Manchester dis- 
trict, and one of the best, if not the best, Inspectors in office, passed 
it over in his report, after explaining the merits of, and objections 
to, numerous inventions, with something such an observation as— 
“This is not new, and is useless.” Mr. Simons says that “the only 
true principle of ventilation is to force pure air into a colliery, and into 
all its roads and working places. The existing systems proceed on the 
contrary principle—that of sucking the foul air out of acolliery. The 
fact is, that Mr. Simons’s invention (for it may as well be called his 
as Colwell’s, Hughes’s, or any of the others that have proposed it 
during the last 20 years) is but a proposition to return to the system 
that was in use before that of exhausting was introduced, and it is 
still used in all metalliferous mines where artificial ventilation of any 
kind is employed. 

But although such unpractical schemes as these may be passed 


over with a smile, it is not so with such propositions as that which | 


emanates from Mr. Nixon. The “double shift ’’ system is an abso- 
lute necessity, and since in the only district where the double shift 


system is employed the explosions do not lead toa dozen deaths in a | 


year, although the quantity of coal raised during the year, and the 
number of men employed, are fully equal to other districts, where 
the deaths amount to hundreds per annum from the same cause, 
Yet, notwithstanding this fact, the colliers of the district “advise 
Mr. Nixon not to try his capers there again,” and say that they will 
not submit to other men working in their stalls, and that they con- 
sider every collier ought to have his stall in the same condition as 


he left it the night before. But the mere fact of a collier expressing 


| such an opinion proves that the double shift system should be en- 


forced, for, although it shows that the colliers are averse to it, it 
proves that each shift will take care that the men who have preceded 
them left the stalls in good order; in fact, each shift is a check upon 
the other, and almost absolute safety is the result.

MINING NOTABILIA, 
[EXTRACTS FROM OUR CORRESPONDENCE. ] 


We have received advices from our old correspondent, Mr. GEORGE 
HENWOOD, who has been at some silver-lead mines in the Himalaya Mountains, 
near Subathoo. He left on Noy. 12 for some gold and silver mining districts, 
said to be in the Upper Himalaya in the granite ranges, more than 20,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. In the reefs of these vast mountain ranges the pre- 
cious metals are said to have been anciently procured. The existence of ruined 
cities at the foot of these mountains, as well as the fact of gold being at present 
wrought for in the beds of rivers and streams, whence;the jewellers of Delhi, 
Merat, and Cachmere obtain their supplies, give a warrant to hope the expedition 
will be successful. ‘The places to be visited are on the ranges separating India 
from China. The latter country, it is well known, is extremely rich in all kinds 
of mineral wealth. It is believed they proceed from the ranges Mr. Henwood is 
about to visit. At the mines Mr. Henwood has visited he says the natives have 
worked, or rather scratched, for lead at the surface for generations, or often the 
rains have washed for it in the deep gullies. ‘They have opened on a lode con- 
taining lead ore rich in silver (the natives had no idea of extracting the silver) 
in the nearly perpendicular cliff of a mountain rising nearly 4000 feet. It has 
been cut 100 feet from the bottom of the glen, and driven on for 60 fms., the 
branch gone down for the whole length, and varying in width from 2 in. to 180r 
20 in., mostly solid. It ismow intended to drivea deep level to cut the lode, only 
20 fms, necessary to effect which, and as soon as tools can be procured to drive on 
the lode in 10 levelsat once. Weshall publish proceedings of this property with 
pleasure, as it may probably open out a little-known and much-neglected mineral 
district. The mines are called the Pattialah Mines. 








GREAT WHEAL Vor.—The bottom levels at Wheal Metal continue 
to improve.

SHAREHOLDERS’ NON-LIABILITY TO INTEREST ON CALLS.—The 
case of Stocker, in re the Blakeley Ordnance Company, was heard by the 
Master of the Rolls. By the articles of Association, it was provided that share- 
holders falling to pay a call should pay interest from the day appointed for pay- 


any sharcholder after one month's non-payment of any call. It was further 
provided that the forfeiture of such shares should involve the extinction from che 
time of the forfeiture of all interest and claims against the company in respect 
of the shares ; and that the member whose shares were forfeited should be Llable 
to pay to the company all calls owing on the shares at the time of forfeiture. 
The Master of the Rolls held that a member whose shares had been forfeited was 
not liable to pay interest upon calls due from him at the time of the forfeiture. 








Company (Williamson and Dawson’s cases), claims were made for salary and 
advances of money. The Deed of Settlement of thiscompany (which was formed 
in 1850) provided that in all contracts on behalf of the company for goods, work, 
or any other accounts, the directors should, by express stipulation, provide that 


the assets and property of the company should alone be liable, so that the share- 
holders individually should not be liable, or otherwise that the director should 
forfeit his office; that the directors should retain such sums for their services 
as should be approved of at a general meetiug out of the annual profits; and 
that their salaries should be paid out of the funds of the company. The com- 
pany failed, and, all the property being siezed, it was wound-up, and the whole 
amount of the shares called up, The directors advanced money under a deed, 
embodying the above provisions of the Deed of Settlement. It was held by Vice- 
Chancellor Malins, on the question as to these claims for salary and advances 
by the two directors, that there being a contract for limited liability as between 
the shareholders and directors inter se, and all the property being gone, these 
claims were not debts as against the shareholders, and the claims were, there- 
fore, disallowed, 








THE ASSESSMENT OF CORNISH, MINES. 

The new bill for the assessment of mines has just been printed. The preamble 
sets forth that whereas it has been held that mines other than coal mines are not 
liable to be rated to local rates unless the royalty be paid in kind, itis expedient 
that such distinctions and exemptions should cease, 

The first clause provides for the assessment to local rates upon the estimate of 
the nett annual value thereof of all mines producing ore or paying a royalty in 
England and Wales after Oct. 1 next. The nett annual value being the rent, 
royalty, toll, or due,at which the same might reasonably be expected to let from 
year to year free from all usual tenants’ rates or taxes, and tithe commutation 
rent charge, if any, and deducting the probable average annual cost of repairs, 
insurance, and other expenses, necessary to maintain it in a state to command 
such rent. 

Clauses 2 and 3 state that in the case of mines let the royalty or rent payable 
shall be considered the gross estimated value, and that iu other deductions such 
allowance shall be made as will, ‘‘so faras can be calculated on the exhaustion 
of the mineral, represent by accumulation its original fee simple value, and the 
value of the capital expended thereon,”’ 

Clause 4 provides that the occupier of a mine held on lease on a reserved rent 
otherwise than in kind shall be entitled to deduct during his lease, or until itis 
revised, a moiety of the sum charged him as rates from the amount payable by 
him tothe owner, provided that moiety do not exceed a moiety of the sum which 
the rate would amount to if assessed upon the rent, royalty, toll, or due. 

Clause 5 exempts from rating liability the occupiers of mines in Cornwall, 
Devon, and Derbyshire, the owners of which are to be assessed. 

Clause 6 enacts that mines shall be asseseed in the same proportion as land 
used as arable, meadow, or pasture ground under the Local Government and 
Public Healths Acts. 

The other clauses are merely formal. 








MINING IN Victrorta.—Mr. R. L. M. Kitto, one of the Govern- 
ment Mining Surveyors of the Colony of Victoria, who has furnished 
so much useful and scientific information to the British public on 
the resources of that wonderfully auriferous country during his short 
sojourn in England, is about to return to his official duties, and the 
result of his mission will, no doubt, be that when more confidence is 
displayed in the money markets of Europe the gold fields of Aus- 
tralia will be the first to reap the benefit, more especially if he con- 
tinues to keep the mining investors of Great Britain informed of the 
progress of the colony by the periodical publication of details, for 
which space will at all times be afforded in the Journal,

BRITISH MINES, 


BEDFORD UNITED.—James Phillips, Dec. 4: Our stopes continue to yield 
about their usual quantity of ore.—North Lode: In the bottom end, in the 90 
east, the lode is 3 ft. wide, worth from 3 to 4 tons of ore per fm., and looks very 
promising. The lode in the 75 east is about 2 ft. wide, produciug good saving 
work. The stope in the bottom of this level is worth about 5 tons of ore per 
fathom. The lode in the 62 winze is still yielding good saving work. 

BLACK CRAIG CONSOLS.—J. Smitham, Dec. 5 : Harriett’s shaft is sunk about 
10 fms. below the 54 fm. ievel. The ground in the shaft, on the south side, has 
changed a little this Jast day or two; there are many branches of spar and lime 
faces mixed through it, and some bits of lead.

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REMARKS.—The Metal Market has remained rath er quiet during | 


the past week ; nevertheless, matters appear to be somewhat more 
steady than they were, and there is still good reason to anticipate 


that before long we shall experience a considerable revival in busi- 
ness generglly, and that we shall be enabled to report a much better 
condition of the metal trade. The American President’s Message 
to Congress, telegraphed during the week, must be always looked 
upon as an important document, as the commercial relations between 
this country and the United States are of vast importance, and any- 
thing tending in any way to influence these relations must always 
be anxiously regarded. The present Message is not altogether very 
satisfactory, as it seems to point to some matters which may tend 
seriously to affect our commerce with that country. The paragraphs 
in which he urges Congress to repeal the Act placing the South 
under military rule, which, he states, if continued, will lead to in- 
creased taxation, and which he fears may finally produce national 
bankruptcy; and also that in which he refuses arbitration in the 
case of the Alabama claims, cannot be received with satisfaction, as 
the first refers to a matter which may lead to serious difficulties and 
disputes between the different parties in the United States, and the 
latter may lead to differences with ourselves, and both matters 
might seriously interfere with our trade with America, which now 
that it has been for some time reviving, and which it was hoped 
would soon still further improve, would be a matter of deep regret. 
It is to be hoped, however, that these difficulties will be surmounted, 
and that no_hing will arise to prevent the progress of our commerce. 

Coprer.—Advices have been received from Chili stating that the 
shipments in the fortnight to this country were 650 tons, of which 
90 tons were pure copper. Although this quantity is comparatively 
small, yet the market has remained flat, and not any important 
transactions have occurred, with the exception of Chili bars, of 
which considerable sales have been effected, part at 69/. 10s., and 
part at 70/2. 

Inon.—In Staffordshire there is no improvementin the demand, and 
there seems little chance of the prices of the trade list being secured. 
It is stated that a London firm has recently given out a contract for

price than it can be bought in this country. The belief is generally

time. At Wednesbury, where the great works for producing railway 
plant have been busy for the greater part of the year, there is nowa 
decided scarcity of orders. In Welsh, the trade shows no evidence of 
increased vitality, The United States are not buyers to the extent 
anticipated. Home business is still remarkably quiet. The contem- 
plated reduction in wages in the North of England will, it is expected, 
be followed by Staffordshire and South Wales, and should this be the 
case the workmen employed will have to pass through a hard winter. 
For Swedish iron there is still a fair demand, and present prices are 
well maintained.

ONS, AND THE FIRE-DAMP INDICATOR.—A great deal has 
in the Mining Journal with reference to Mr. Ansell’s Indi- 
admitted that under certain circumstances the percent- 
ir of a mine can be accurately ascertained. Why, 

t Inspectors be empowered to obtain periodical 
returns—say, tri-weekly returns—of the percentage of fire-damp in the prin- 
cipal airways in each mine under their inspection, so that they may always 
know when and where danger may be anticipated? Not being a practical 
man myself, I put this question to a colliery engineer of 20 year’s experience, 
and he told me the instrument was not applicable in collieries, but he dia not 
satisfy me why it was not, and concluded <4 observing that he could not argue 
with me because I knew nothing about colliery management, comparing our 
position thus—‘‘ If a man who speaks nothing but Russian meets another who 
speaks nothing but Spanish, how can they converse, much less argue. In 
talking about collieries, we are equally unable to understand each other. All 
I can say to you is, that if you can give the collery manager an instrument 
that, when put into a mixture of (say) 95 parts air and 5 parts fire-damp, will 
instantly indicate 5 per cent., and continue to indicate 5 per cent. as long as 
it is left in the same mixture, however long that may be, all will use it, but 
Ansell’s indicator will not do so.” Is this true or false ?—H. V.: Swansea.

“in the frequent habit of making it’’ himself would not, probably, assist him 
to secure the confidence of the quarrymen in using it, for gun-cotton made by 
amateurs is certainly not the most desirable explosive to employ, much danger 
usually attending its use, If gun-cotton is to be introduced at all, it 1s pre- 
ferable to obtain it from an established maker, whose experience will, proba- 
bly, enable him to make it In the manner most suitable for the purposes to 
which it is to be applied. Messrs. Prentice and Co., of Stowmarket, for ex- 
ample, found that for blasting purposes considerable advantage resulted from 
compressing the gun-cotton into the form of the cartridge ; this, of course, can 
only be done with suitable machinery for effecting the compression. Compar- 
ing cun-cotton with powder as a blasting material, there is great economy in 
using the former.

COLLIERS THEIR OWN POLICE, 


Mr. HussEY VIVIAN, M.P., whose connection with the mining in- 
dustry of Great Britain is famous throughout the civilised world, di- 
rected prominent attention, at the Pontypridd Relief Meeting (a full 
report of which is given in the Supplement to this day's Journal), to 
a matter of the greatest moment alike to the proprietors of mines in 
this country, and to the workers therein, After saying that he had 

many years past given great attention to, and taken a warm in- 

st in, every proposition calculated to give additional safety to the 
Yorking of fiery mines, and then advocating the late Mr. BUDDLE’S 
system of panel working (to which attention was drawn in the Journal 
of last week), Mr. VIVIAN expressed his satisfaction at having’a public 
opportunity of remarking upon the subject, on which he wished a 
public feeling amongst the miners themselves. He reminded his 
hearers that there were rules laid down to secure the safety of the 
men, but the observance of them was too often neglected by the per- 
sons for whose benefit in particular they were devised. He should 
like to see @ plan adopted by the miners themselves, whereby they 
would enforce the rules, The use of naked lights, or the practice of 
smoking pipes above the surface of the ground, were in themsel ves 
trifling offences, but when such acts were performed in the pit they 
became “a most grave and serious crime.” He would, therefore, 
like to see established amongst the miners such a feeling as would 
constrain them to “ expose and report their fellow-workmen, instead 
of shielding them from discovery.” Inspectors were appointed for 
all mines, and perhaps it might be that there ought to be a larger 
number, but he would like to see the custom introduced and acted 
upon of written information being conveyed to the Inspectors of any 
men who were in the habit of breaking the rules. When it was con- 
sidered how seriously the lives of a large number of men were en- 
dangered by the disregard on the part of, perhaps, two or three of 
the regulations that had been laid down for their safety, it became 
only a work of self-defence for the majority to report the few. In 
proof of the great mutual regard for their own safety displayed by 
the Belgian miners, Mr, VIVIAN quoted a very remarkable utterance 
which was made in a pit in that country some few years ago, when 
he was himself in the workings. With the lamp in his hand, Mr. 
VIVIAN asked his conductor what would be the effect, in its influence 
upon the conduct of the workmen, of his opening his lamp? His 
conductor replied that he would be stabbed. Of course, Mr. VIVIAN 
did not advocate the use of the stiletto, but the incident is expressive 
of the great regard paid by the continental miners for the observance 
of rules which provided for the general safety of the pit’s company. 

When the miners of Great Britain are better educated, and drink 

less, probably we shall hear of a higher regard being paid by them 
to the sacredness of their own lives, and the value of their masters’ 
property; but surely there is no necessity to wait for the third gene- 
ration before less is heard of the suicidal and unconscientious pro- 
ceedings which are constantly exercising so prominent a part in bring- 
ing about the wholesale slaughter of workmen, and the destruction 
of valuable property, in the mines of this kingdom. It is easy to 
conceive how humiliating an aspect the British miner presents in the 
eyes of his Belgian fellow-workman, who will resort to so many sub- 
terfuges as have been lately made known, so that he may enjoy the 
very slight gratification of smoking his pipe whilst he isat work. Mr. 
VIVIAN’S very striking anecdote should be made to resound through- 
out every mine, and echoed in every miner’s cottage in these king- 
doms; and that the picture of a collier with a lamp-key fastened 
into his cap, and another of the selling of lamp-keys by the black- 
smith of the colliery to the miners, should be made to illustrate the 
terrible catastrophes of Ferndale and Talke-o’-th’-Hill; such pictures 
to find a place side by side with the utterance of the Belgian collier. 
It must not be understood that all absence of discipline where it is 
found in this country is put down to the men alone. There is great 
need of a higher estimate of its value amongst very many managers 
also, Here, again, we come back to the question of education, It 
is not sufficient that colliery proprietors employ men of great profes- 
sional ability as consulting mining engineers, and have beneath 
ground men who are not, either in education or position, greatly re- 
moved above the workmen’s level. There must be more care dis- 
played by proprietors in this matter. 

Additional Inspectors may or may not be necessary; but if there 
were an Inspector to every colliery, still his efforts would be fruitless 
to prevent accidents, even where this was possible, unless the under- 
ground manager in every pit was a man who not only understood 
how to carry out the instructions of his superior (indeed, if neces- 
sary, was competent to act without him), but, further, possessed that 
authority which would compel the strictest observance of the rules. 
Where lamps are used there must be the most vigilant superintend- 
ence of the lamp department, A laxity of management in this de- 
partment, in particular (considering the disregard the men, as arule, 
pay to their own lives), is likely to be attended with the direst possible 
consequences, It must have been well known at the Talke Colliery 
that the men possessed duplicate keys; and how far greater vigilance 
in the same department at Ferndale would have prevailed to prevent 
the shocking accident there has yet to be shown, 

These remarks have only touched, as it were, upon the fringe of 
the great subject. Details of the question applicable to one or other 
of the mining districts might be brought out to an indefinite length. 
Eyery colliery proprietor, however, and every manager who has fol- 
lowed them thus far, will doubtless have had suggested to him con- 
siderations peculiarly applicable to the work of his own mines. To 
both classes, as well as to the men themselves, no opportunity should 
be jost to urge as the great ruling principle of their every-day opera- 
tiéns the infinite importance of their conduct being regulated by a de- 
termination to enforce the most thorough observance of the general 
and special rules inevery particular, Let every man, whatever posi- 
tion he may occupy, believe most fully that he would be guarded most 
safely in every department of his work by the perpetual observance 
of that which should be the leading injunction in all mining opera- 
tions—* Discipline, discipline, discipline.” 





GEOLOGY OF AUSTRALIA, AND VINE CULTURE.—Mr. W. KEENE, 
C.E., whose investigations in regard to the suitability of the soil of 
New South Wales for the cultivation of the vine, whilst pursuing his 
duties as Government Inspector of Coal Fields, was noticed in our 
Journal some time ago, has, it appears, had the gratification of seeing 
his views duly appreciated in that colony, having been twice elected 
to the office of President of the Hunter River Vineyard Association. 
From his presidential addresses we , aap the following statements, 
Which show what geological knowledge and observation may do to 
forward the development of the natural resources of a country :— 

“ Whilst on the subject of peculiarities in the quality and flavour of wines, I 
May be permitted a few more observations on the known influences of soil. In 
Europe there are vineyards separated only by a road, a river, or even a hedge 
and ditch, which on the one side shall produce wine of world-wide renown, and 
on the other of most inferior quatity. Nowhere is this fact more exemplified 
(patent the modern phraseology would call it) than in the neighbourhood of 
Bordeaux itself. There is the wine of Talence, a surburban parish, which once 
pasted would be always recognised, and though good isnotfamous. Then Haut- 

srion is ag unmistakeablo; and Medoc is supreme in admired peculiarities over 
all others; whilst of the white wines—Vin de Grave, St. Croix, Barsac, Sauterne 
ave each distinctly recognisable flavours and qualities to which they owe 
jaetr value, varying from 1s. to 5s. the bottle at the vineyards. The Vin deGrave 
® peculiarly characteristic of the gravelly soil which produces it, on the north

During the past two or three months experiments have been car- 
ried on at several of the ironworks in the neighbourhood of Glasgow, 
for the purpose of testing the process of iron puddling recently pa- 
tented by Mr. W. H. RICHARDSON, of that city.

assurance that the invention was not worth a farthing. At these 
early stages, so little faith had the makers consulted in the success 
of the undertaking, that the patentee is reported to have been asked 
to give bond that he would indemnify them for any loss that might 
be sustained during the operations at their works. These first expe- 
riments—initiatory, and necessarily incomplete, from the want of 
various “ fixings,”—were in every case attended with admitted suc- 
cess, by men whose practical sagacity could not be deceived, and 
whose disbelief in its utility was open and undisguised. It was in 
the presence of unbelievers of this stamp that Mr. R1cHARDSON first 
essayed to demonstrate the efficacy of his tubular rabble, and by 
which he produced puddled bars from the commonest Scotch pigs, 
equal to what, under the old process, was only obtained from the 
higher brands, 


WHAT MR. RICHARDSON’S PROCESS PROFESSES TO DO. 

According to the specification, Mr. RICHARDSON claims, summarily, 
that in pitddling iron in an ordinarily puddling-furnace, &c., by the 
use of a tubular instead of the ordinary rabble—through which is 
directed a current of air, gas, water, steam, or other fluid—the time 
occupied in bringing a charge of iron “to nature” is much dimi- 
nished, and an improved quality of metal is produced. 

A day or two ago we had the pleasure of witnessing iron made un- 
der this patent at the Parkhead Forge, a couple of miles from Glas- 
gow, where three furnaces had been prepared for the purpose—two 
single, and one double. One of the single and the double furnace 
was charged in our presence, the former with 4 ewts., and the latter 
with 8 cwts. of pig-iron—one-eighth hematite, the other seven- 
eighths No. 4 pig. They were both charged within a few minutes of 
each other, and both were balled about the same time. The single 
one, heavily fettled, was charged at 12°30; melted at 1:14, when the 
tubular rabble was inserted, and a stream of cold air was injected 
by the RICHARDSON process into the molten mass by a small blast- 
engine, under a pressure of about 7 lbs., for eight minutes; out at 
1‘54—=84 minutes, By the old process this charge would have taken 
120 minutes, saving 36 minutes. Mr, BEARDMORE, the managing 
partner of the works, obligingly informed us that the average saving 
was fully 30 minutes per charge. With regard to the quality of the 
iron produced, the same gentleman was kind enough to show us bars 
made from the commonest Scotch pigs, which, after being subjected 
in a test anvil to the blows of a heavy forgehammer, resisted and 
bent without scarcely exhibiting a break on the skin of the iron, 
while bars made of best Scotch brands, after being subjected to a 
like strain, bent up at right angles, as if they had been endued with 
the elasticity of India rubber. At these works nothing but the finest 
plates and large forgings are made, and Mr. BEARDMORE gave us to 
understand that, with the aid of the RICHARDSON process of pud- 
dling, he would be enabled to make plates out of the commonest 
Scotch pigs equal to his former finest plates; and out of the first 
brands plates that would successfully compete with the famous Low- 
moor. Indeed, by this process Mr. BEARDMORE had been successful 
in producing the finest malleable iron he had ever seen. In quality 
it wasunvaryingly uniform, and not a single bad bar had been pro- 
duced since the commencement (three weeks), although upwards of 
100 had been broken up to searchingly examine, The value which 
the head of the Parkhead: Forge puts upon this invention may be 
gathered from the fact that heis at present making active prepara- 
tions for working the whole (thirty) of his puddling-furnaces under 
the patent, in the belief that the lordship claimed by the patentee will 
be amply repaid in the manufacture of a very superior and commer- 
cially enhanced quality of malleable iron. 

Through the kindness of Mr, BEARDMORE, we expect to lay before 
our readers, in the course of a week ortwo, more fully verified statistics 
of the outcome, quality, and saving of time in the operation of pud- 
dling of iron by the RICHARDSON process, and conclude with the re- 
mark that this invention will mightily add to the value and utility 
of the mineral wealth of this country, render us more independent 
of Sweden and America for the finer ores, and make the iron-pro- 
ducing districts what “ Mammon,” in the Alchemist, was disposed 
to make of Cornwall—* perfect Indies,” 





UTILISATION OF COKE OVEN GASES.—Probably the first attempt 
to utilise the gases given off in the process of coking has been made 
at the works of Messrs. CARVER and Co., of St. Etienne. The gases 
are collected and drawn off through pipes and cooled, when the tar 
ammoniacal liquids, &c., are condensed. From these condensed’ 
liquids benzine, naphthaline, sulphate of ammonia, artificial ma- 
nures, and a number of dyestuffs, aremade. The gas remaining after 
condensation of the liquids, which is, of course, ordinary illuminat- 
ing gas, can be used in the usual manner. It is estimated that in 
France alone no less than 4,000,000 tons of coal are annually coked, 
and it has been proved that Messrs. CARVER’S process is capable of 
giving a profit of nearly 2s. upon every ton of coal treated. A more 
conclusive evidence of the advantage resulting from that sound 
technical education so readily obtainable on the Continent could 
scarcely be desired, 





MOTIVE-POWER ENGINES.—The object of the invention of Mr. 
T. PATON, of Liverpool, is to provide means by which the full ex- 
pansive force of steam or other fluid at pressure (preferably high- 
pressure steam) can be economised in engines constructed with well- 
known and simple parts. In motive-power engines of ordinary 
construction, the cylinders of which are provided with reciprocating 
pistons, he makes a connection or passage from the valve-chest or 
elsewhere to convey the steam after it has done its effective work in 
the cylinder into the top of the air-pump, there by expansion to as- 
sist in operating the main shaft or other mechanism to be driven. 
Economy in working, and proportionally in first cost, are by these 
means secured, He admits steam from the boiler into the annular 
space in the trunk cylinders, and after such steam has there done 
effective work in forcing the piston in one direction he admits it by 
suitable valves and passages to the other side of the piston in the 
same cylinder, and at the same time, or afterwards, on to the top of 
the air-pump, in both of these latter spaces to operate the mechanism 
in the desired direction, 





THE Export CoAL TRADE,—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom again presented a considerable progress in October, having 
amounted in that month to 1,019,073 tons, as compared with 880,602 
tons in October, 1866, and 814,794 tons in October, 1865. The ship- 
ments to France were 143,208 tons, as compared with 140,940 tons 
in October, 1866, and 131,865 tons in October, 1865. Inthe 10 months 
ending October 31 this year, the total exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom were 8,832,020 tons, as compared with 8,467,101 tons in 
1866, and 7,753,007 tons in 1865 (corresponding periods). The ship- 
ments of English coal to France appear to have made a great further 
stride this year, having amounted, to October 31, to 1,703,256 tons, 
as compared with 1,522,736 tons in 1866, and 1,309,048 tons in 1865 
(corresponding periods). The exports of coal have slightly increased 
this year both to Russia and to Prussia; with regard to Sweden and 
Denmark, the consumption of English coal appears to have remained 





nearly stationary, The export movement te the Hanse Towns, Hol- 











land, and British India has rather materially increased this year; 
but the shipments to Spain, Italy, the United States, and Brazil have 
declined. The value of the coal exported in October was 527,5221., 
against 458,714/. in October, 1866, and 399,647/. in October, 1865; 
and in the 10 months ending October 31 this year, 4,561,674/., against 
4,317,354/. in the corresponding period of 1866, and 3,705,871Z, in the 
corresponding period of 1865, 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Dec. 4.—Pig-Iron is inanimate, as is usually the case with the clos- 
ing month of the year, but it is accompanied by the more unusual 
feature of prices being nearly nominal, In this condition of the mar- 
ket, makers are offering their iron on easier terms; as with the de- 
clining shipments, and the likelihood that the greater portion of the 
54 furnaces which are now out of blast will be lighted in January 
next, there is great probability that a decline will take place. Just 
now we are not much more than averaging a transaction a day on 
‘Change; but privately “warrants” are changing hands to some ex- 
tent; there is not, however, much heart in the market. This state 
of matters is understood to be more the result of a disposition to keep 
up orders till the year is closed, than a positive want of demand. In 
these circumstances there is a manifestation of decrease in the ship- 
ments, which, for the week just ended, were 9055 tons, against 10,200 
tons in the same week of former year. This reduces the total increase 
of the shipments of the year to some 22,000 tons over the same months 
of 1866. During the week prices were nominally 53s. 3d. cash, with- 
out almost a single variation. To-day not a single sale reported, and 
prices closed, sellers, 53s, 44d. cash, buyers 1}d.a ton less. Makers’ 
iron nominally unchanged. The stock of iron in Messrs. Connal and 
Company’s stores, at the beginning of this month, was 226,674 tons, 
and the warrants in circulation were for 213,500 tons, leaving 13,174 
tons asstock. The makers of Finished Iron are generally still doing 
a good trade, at quotations varying from, for first-class brands, 7/. 
to 71. 5s.; second, 62. 17s. 6d. to 61. 15s. We are having additional 
enquiries for shipbuilding iron, but only enquiries; and as Stafford- 
shire people are talking of a reduction at next quarter-day, little 
effective business will be done till they settle what their range of 
prices for the next quarter will be. The Dundyvan Malleable Iron- 
works, after having been a considerable time in the market, have 
been closed, and the workers have gone elsewhere to find employment. 
There is now some talk of a reduction of wages of puddlers, mill-men, 
&ec., in the Coatbridge district; and although the matter has not yet 
been broached here, it is expected next week. 

Coals, household, are in better demand, and prices have this week 
been advanced Is. per ton, but shipping qualities are without change 
in price, and not so much enquired for. From the Scotch ports, sea- 
ward, the quantity this week was 30,225 tons; in the corresponding 
week of last year, 32,765 tons. The pits on the Coltness estate have 
been struck, on account of masters having reduced the wages from 
4s. 6d. to 4s. a day, because of the dulness of the trade, and their in- 
ability to pay more. A mutual agreement between masters and men 
a month or two ago arranged prices for the winter, but the masters 
see they cannot comply with the terms unless at a loss, and they 
claim the same right of relinquishing the bargain, on their part, as 
the colliers secured for themselves. Four men, in the “little pit” of 
the Cardinden Colliery, Fifeshire, lost their lives by a flow of water 
from an old working rushing in and drowning them where they were 
employed. The exertions to clear the pit are being carried on with 
becoming activity, but it will take a month or more to make all right 
again. Of the sufferers by the catastrophe, two were married and 
two unmarried, 

The shipbuilding trade is showing increased signs of activity, al- 
though the number of vessels launched during the month past will not bear 
comparison with the two former years—yet, on the eleven months there is not 
a wide difference, as the following comparison will show :—

GAS AND AIR PURIFIER.—A highly interesting paper, containing 
a description of a revolving washer for removing certain impurities 
from gas in the process of its manufacture, and applicable to the puri- 
fication of air, and for other sanitary purposes, was read before the 
Royal Scottish Society of Arts, by Mr. John Reid, the manager of the 
Edinburgh and Leith Gas Company. The leadingidea of Mr, Reid’s 
improved washer is to employ a horizontal instead of a vertical passage for the 
gas while being submitted to the action of the shower of water, whereby it should 
undergo a thorough shower-bath from a copious stream of water jets, falling 
some 20 inches, in an elongated horizontal chamber, instead of 30 feet in height ; 
and that thisshould be effected without in any way presenting obstruction to its 
free passage, or throwing any back pressure on the retorts. The apparatus con- 
sists of a cast-iron close cistern, measuring about 14 feet long, 12 feet wide, and 
6 feet in depth, having a longitudinal vertical partition dividing its interior into 
two equal sized chambers, 14 feet long, 6 feet wide, and 6 feet deep. In each 
chamber is fitted a revolving hollow cylinder, some 10 feet long, and 5 feet ex- 
ternal diameter, with strong wrought-iron axles, and lignumvite bearings fitted 
inside the principalchest. The periphery of each cylinder is built all round with 
cast-iron buckets, twelve in number, in the manner of a water-wheel, with this 
difference, that, with the exception of air-slits in the outside of each bucket, they 
are close all round the outsidecircumference. The interior surface of the buckets, 
about 10 inches less in diameter, is closed in with thin cast-iron plates, perfo- 
rated with holes 1 inch apart, and 4 inchdiameter. Each cylinder is monnted 
at the front end with a spur-wheel, actuated by pinions within the chest, for 
giving to each a slow rotary motion, at about 144 revolution per minute. The 
pinion shafts pass by a stuffing-box to the outside, and are mounted with wheel 
gearing and driving pulleys, which are driven by engine power. The chests being 
charged with water to the height of a few inches above the centre of the axles, 
and the cylinders being set in motion, each bucket emerging from the water line 
discharges a copious shower of water through the internal perforated plates into 
the interior vacant space of each cylinder, and each bucket thus discharging its 
contents is nearly emptied by the time it reaches the surface of the water on the 
opposite side. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Dec. 5.—The weather has suddenly become extremely rough and 
stormy here, a very dreadful gale from the north-east having broken 
on the coast on Sunday. The capabilities of the now noble river, 
the Tyne, as a harbour of refuge are now pretty generally acknow- 
ledged. Of course the rough weather has caused quite a stagnation 
in the movements of shipping for the time, and the state of the col- 
lieries is not improved. But as the steam coal trade is good, and 
also the house coal trade, there is little doubt that the general trade 
will shortly revive. As to the iron and general manufacturing trades, 
little improvement has yet taken place, and, perhaps, nothing of im- 
portance can be expected unti) the spring. The chemical trade of 
the Tyne continues good, and many new works are projected, as also 
extensions of old works, so that the chemical trade of the Tyne, already 
large, promises to be very inuch extended shortly. 

The Ratcliffe Colliery and Fire-Brick Works, situated near Wark- 
worth, on the northern edge of the Northumberland steam coal field, 
is to be offered for sale during the present month. The royalties held 
here are very extensive, and include several good seams of coal and 
fire-clay ; the reason for the sale is the death of one of the partners, 

Pumping commenced at Wallsend, on Saturday, by one engine, 
working two sets of pumps, each 21 in. diameter: as the depth from 
which the water is lifted at present is quite trifling ; the quantity of 
water delivered isenormous. The second engine, to work two pumps 
of the same size—that is, 21 in. in diameter—is to be started very 
shortly, and also the engines at Hebburn, These engines are expected 
to reduce the water so as to allow the new shaft to be sunk. Two 
engines, each having one cylinder 45 in. diameter, are placed hori- 
zontally, the engines working the pumps by means of quadrants fixed 
at the top of the old shaft, and the pumps being lowered down the 
old shaft a considerable distance below the surface of the water, 
Of course, the pumps are suspended in the shaft, and are to be gra- 
dually lowered as the water is takenout. These engines are of a tem- 
porary character ; the permanent pumping-engines of immense size, 
having cylinders 104 in. diameter, are to be erected over the new 
shaft, where the feeders met with are to be lifted. These engines are 
making at the Lilleshall Works, in Shropshire; indeed, part of them 
have already been delivered at Wallsend, and the whole are expected 
shortly, so that rapid progress with this important movement may 
now be expected to be made. 

Mr, T. H. Head, of Teesdale Works, Stockton-on-Tees, has patented 
an invention for producing plates, &c., of iron and steel hot from the 
bloom, in such a manner that they may be produced correctly to the 
width required, and with true edge, thus saving the great cost of shear- 
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{ng, and the loss also caused in re-working thescrapso sheared off. To 
this end he employs vertical rolls in front and behind the horizontal 
ones, so placed as to press against the edges of the plate, both before 
and after it passes the horizontal rolls. The vertical rolls are driven 


at the requisite speed, and are about the same diameter as the hori- | 


zontal rolls. The distance between the vertical rollers is capable of 
adjustment, so that they may be set as required for each passage of 
the metal betweenthem. In rollinga plate alfthe cut is taken, or the 
reduction is made by the first vertical rolls, before the metal enters 
the horizontal rolls, and the vertical rolls beyond are then used only 
toskim. Whenthe machine is reversed, the rolls are changed, so that 
the first rolls may do the work, and the others skim. By means of a 
self-acting movement on the serews for adjusting the vertical rolls, he 
ean make the roils go in and out at a regular speed, and thus produce 
taper plates; and by an additional vertical roller he can deflect the 
plate sideways, so as to make it come out curved to a regular but 
variable angle.

| Lunn, and if found guilty of manslaughter, it was manslaughter by culpable 
negligence. The prisoner being a foreman in the Fenny Hill Colliery, near Old- 
ham, it was his duty, under the rules of the colliery, to go early every morning 
into the workings, in order to satisfy himself as to the stateof the ventilation, and 
as to the existence or non-existence of fire-damp in those parts of the colliery In 
which the men were to work. If he found there was fire-damp, it was his duty 
to put up at the entrance of every working, or, as It appeared in the depositions, 
every ** brow,”’ a signal indicating that there was danger by the word “ fire,”’ 
or another signal, a well-known signal, which was not further described, indl- 
cated that all was safe. It appeared that he did his duty on Sept. 16, and then 
ascertained that the ventilation was not so good as it should be, and that there 
was fire-damp in the colliery, and in that part of it where the deceased was to 
work. The prisoner went the next morning, Sept. 17, before 5o0’clock, and again 
inspected the mine, and he found that there was still fire-damp there. It was 
to be remembered in his favour that on the day before he had cautioned the men 
against using candles, and had given orders that no lights but the lights in the 
safety-lamps should be used; but he did not, on the morning of the 17th, do 
what it was his duty to have done before the men went to their work—he did 
not put up the signal with * fire’’ upon it, which would have been a caution to 
the workmen, and to the deceased in particular, not to approach with a lighted 
candle the brow where he was to work. It was wrong for the deceased to do so 
under any circumstances after the warning he had received, but if he was led 
into what was doing wrong to a certain degree and a negligence on his part, by 
reason of the culpable negligence of the prisoner in not putting up the signal, 
which it was the prisoner’s duty to have put up, they would_return a bill. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 

Dec. 5.—The tone of the Ironmasters’ Exchanges at Birmingham 
to-day, and yesterday at Wolverhampton, was by no means re-assur- 
ing.
